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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 





To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

Agreeably to the laws of the State we submit our report 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1928 together with the 
reports of all other County Officers. 

The County had no bonded indebtedness and no outstand- 
ing notes on January 1, 1929. 

Part of the business of the County coming under the direct 
supervision of the Commissioners and for which they are di- 
rectly responsible are the County Farm, House of Correction, 
and ithe Maplewood Hospital. These several buildings are in 
charge of Supt. and Mrs. B. F. Sherman, whose duties, so often 
difficult and unpleasant, have been discharged very satisfac- 
torily to us and their care of the unfortunate people, under 
their charge, has been highly commended by such of the gen- 
eral public as have visited these various departments. The In- 
stitution has been managed with as close economy as is con- 
sistent with efficiency. 

Since our last report, the Boiler House which was damaged 
by the Flood of last November, has been repaired and the re- 
port of same appears elsewhere. 

Maplewood Hospital has become a distinct feature of the 
County’s property and the splendid care rendered there by the 
nurses and attending physician Dr. B. T. Mousley eall for the 
warmest appreciation of the tax payers of the county as well as 
this Board. During the year a Zoalite Light purchased from 
the Burdick Corp. has been added to the hospital equipment 
and already has proved its value in the results obtained in treat- 
ing some of the chronic as well as acute cases. For further de- 
tails regarding the hospital we refer you to the reports of the 
superintendent and Dr. Mousley. 

The matter of caring for the County Outside Poor is by 
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far one of the most difficult problems with which the Com- 
missioners have to deal. We have endeavored to use the utmost 
care in giving assistance. There are many unfortunate and 
helpless people who well deserve the aid received. There are 
also many heads of families whose habits of shiftlessness and 
breaking of laws get them into trouble, in consequence of which 
their families become pauperized. 

The Court House is badly in need of repairs and these will 
be attended to as soon as the weather permits. 

In conclusion we desire to extend to Supt. & Mrs. Sherman 
our sincerest thanks for their unfailing courtesies extended 
throughout the year and also to all public officials who have 
aided us in the performance of our duties as custodians of the 
eounty’s welfare.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of 

Cheshire County: 

The following is the annual report of the Cheshire County 
Farm for the year ending December 31, 1928. 

You will note that there has again been an increase in the 
expenses of the institution. This is due in part to an increase 
in the number of inmates and prisoners eared for, and also to 
the number of newly admitted inmates requiring hospital care. 
Of the seventy-two inmates admitted during the year it was 
necessary for twenty-seven to go directly to the hospital for 
hospital care. The Doctor’s report gives in detail the amount 
of work earried on in our hospital during the year. 

The damage to our boilers and boiler room caused by the 
flood of the previous fall has been repaired and the other more 
important repairs have been the remodeling of our old hen 
house into a garage and tool room, the building of an ice house 
and sawdust shed, the building of three colony brooder houses 
to replace those which had been washed away by the flood, the 
remodeling of one side of the cow barn for box stalls and a 
grain room, installing individual drinking buckets for the cat- 
tle, new window eases on the basement windows of the asylum 
building, renewing the ceiling in one of the men’s dormitories 
and two of the sun porches in the hospital with metal ceiling, a 
hard wood floor was laid in the upper hall in the cottage, and 
considerable time and money was spent in painting, particu- 
larly the interior of the asylum building and hospital. 

The farm again has furnished the institution with an 
abundance of produce. While the sale of milk and cream is 
decidedly less than the past year this is due largely to an in- 
crease in the amount of milk consumed in the institution. The 
poultry receipts were much larger than in any previous year. 
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Both Mrs. Sherman and I wish to thank you for your support 
and cooperation during the year, and we wish to call your at- 
tention to the efficient services of our physician, Dr. B. T. 
Mousley. We wish to express our thanks to all Chureh Organ- 
izations who have assisted in conducting our religious services, 
and to all those who sent gifts to the inmates during the year 
especially at Christmas time. The usual Christmas exercises 
were observed and all were well remembered.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 

for the County of Cheshire: 

Herewith I submit my report as physician of Maplewood 
Home for the year ending Dee. 31, 1928. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the co-operation and 
assistance given me during the year by the Commissioners, 
Superintendent and Matron, also for the excellent service ren- 
dered by the nurses in the hospital. 

The health of the inmates at Maplewood Home, during 
the past year has been about as usually expected in people of 
infirm and advanced age. Many of the prisoners have required 
treatment much of the time making it necessary for them to be 
confined to the House of Correction, some requiring isolation 
and others surgical attention. 

The Hospital has been filled to capacity nearly all the 
year. This has been due in a large degree to the increased 
number of patients admitted from outside the institution, pa- 
tients having been sent from nearly every town in the County. 

There were 1,186 weeks—5 days Hospital care furnished, 
not including medical care given inmates throughout the insti- 
tution for various ailments not requiring hospital care. 

There were 6 major and 15 minor operations performed 
and eared for at the hospital during the year, all of which re- 
covered. 

There were 25 deaths and 5 births at the hospital during 
the year.

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CHESHIRE COUNTY DELEGATION 


A meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held at 
State House, Concord, Thursday, February 14, 1920, after the 
forenoon session. 

Members present:—Moore, Chickering, Fiske, Duncan, 
Sawyer, Callahan, Newman, Barrett, Gates, Wilder, Lane, 
Ware, Crain, Clark, Flint, Houghton and Wells. 

The report of the Committee on Boiler House Repairs was 
presented as follows: 

‘‘At a special meeting of the delegation held in the State 
House, Concord, at the time of the Special Session of the Legis- 
lature on November 27, 1927, a committee, consisting: L. M. 
Barrett and Duffy of Keene and Thompson of Westmoreland, 
was appointed to act in conjunction with the County Commis- 
sioners in making permanent repairs on the Boiler House at the 
County Farm made necessary by the flood of November 4, 1927. 

As the temporary repairs made at the time of the disaster 
seemed to be proving adequate for the time being, and the 
spring rains made the water conditions such as to render it 
impossible to start on the work, your committee did not think 
it advisable to attempt doing anything until more favorable 
conditions existed; and it was not until August that the job was 
started. Previous to this a thorough inspection had been made 
by Glenroy W. Scott and assistants, and a report made to the 
committee that in their judgment it would be necessary to ex- 
cavate to the ledge and a complete new foundation laid. Ata 
later meeting of the committee it was voted to engage Mr. 
Seott to do the work. 

It was necessary to remove both boilers; and during this 
time a portable boiler belonging to the city of Keene was hired 
to use for the needs of the institution. 

At various times your committee visited the Farm and 
watched the progress of the work; and we feel that a most 
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thorough and satisfactory job has been done. We submit here- 
with a detailed report of the expense of the same. We would 
add that, owing to the uncertainty of conditions it was difficult 
to estimate the extent of damage, therefore it was impossible 
to make a contract job. The following amounts were paid to 
Glenroy W. Scott:
